The diffculty of estafdlishing 
tho history of the bones was 
increased by the fact that nuns 
hed frequently donated and sold 
rolics of St Bridget’s to con- 
vents and churches on the con- 
tinent and had also added bones 
from other Swedish and foreign 
saints, 


TAKEN TO POLAND 


At the reformation, Bridget's 
relies were buried and the 
casket containing them token 
to Poland by the exiled Swedish 
King Sigismund. It was not 
returned until! the following 
century. 

The fate of the casket and its 
contents during the next fow 
hundred years in not fully 
documented, 

Professor Hjortsjoc concludes, 
however, that by the end oli 
the 18th century all the smaller 
Lones had been given away cr 
lost and that from then onwards 
the cullection has remained 
ulmost unchanged. 


St Catherine Was Tall 


In modern times the — shrine 
was first investigated by the 
father of Swedish urchucology, 
Professor Carl Magnus Fuerst 
in 1917 who also came to the 
conclusion that the bones could 
not possibly be only “un un- 
important — collection hastily 
scrambled together", as previous 
seientists had thought, 

Professor Wjortujoe, who 
succeeded Professor Fuerst as 
Professor of Archacology at 
Lund University,  trst became 
interested in St EBriadyet's relies 
when the bones of her husband, 
Ulf Gudmarsson, und two of 
their children were — uncarthed 
in the Alvastra convent near 
Vadstena, 

Ulf Gudmarsson's — remains 
showed that he must have 
been an exeeptionally tall man. 
Chroniclers state that this 
feature was inherited by his 
doughter, St Catherine, Pro- 
fessor Hjortsjoc investigated 
the bones and drew the con- 
clusion that two matching thigh 
bones in the collection, which 
must have belonged to « woman 
wl exceptional = stature, are 
hers, 

While working on the 
Vadstena bone collection the 
Professor also examined several 
relics said to belong to St Bridget 
in other places, One fas these was 
a skull which Js: kept in Courson- 
les-Catrieres in mee and is 
considered by the inhabitants 
there to be authentic, 

This. skull was originally 
stolen from Vadstena in the 17th 
century, dadeing mn Queen Christina's 


de Beaulieu, who believed it to 
be Bridget’s own. 

Professor Hjortsjoc’s examina- 
tion of the skull shows that it 
must have belonged to a woman 
of 40, This theory excludes 
Bridget, who died in Rome at the 
age of 70. Her body Is believed 
to have been taken to Vadstena 
the following year. 

BONES IDENTICAL 

After Bridget's death several 
of her bones were transferrd by 
the nune of her Order to the 
Church of St Lorenzo 4 
Panisperna {n Rome, One of these 
was found Professor 
Hjortsjoo to bo a right thigh 
bone, 

The Professor immediately 
had the left Vadstena thigh 
bene sent down by courier 
plone to Rome for comparison. 
Although he was not able to 
toke the St. Lorenzo di Panis- 
perna bone out of Its glass case 
for examination, he was able to 
observe that both its colour, 
size and structure were identical 
with the bone from Vadstena. 

Professor Hjortsjoe ends his 
report by stating that the 
simitarity between the two 
bones was m 
monk who accompanied him

And a few months later an- 
other political opponent of the 
Soviet regime, Rudolf Kiement, 
secretary of Trotsky's still-born 
‘Fourth International,’ dis- 
appeared from his home. His 
headless body was fished out of 
the Seine not long after. 


Then, in September 1937, the 
vody of a man was found on the 
Chamblanders road  otitaide 
Lauranne, He had seven bullets 
in his body and five in his head, 
This was Ignace Reiss, former 
Sovict secret agent, holder of 
the Order of the Red Banner, 
who had resigned his post in 
disgust at the Moscow Trials, 


Again in February 1941, an- 
other former Soviet secret 
ogent, Walter Krivitsky, was 
found shot dead, this time in a 
hatel bedroom in Washirtgton, 
DC, the United States of 
America, 


And six months before this 
occurred the = startlingly sen- 
eational assassination of Leon 
‘Trotsky. The man Stalln most 
feared and hated was struck 
down and mortally wounded in 
his fortress home in Mexico. 
The man who smashed in his 
skull with aon alpine ice-pick. 
wae caught literally redhanded, 
splashed with the blood of his 
victim.

The very recent abduction of 
Dr Truchnovic is the latest of a 
long series of kidnappings by 
Soviet agents, These have {n- 
vulved not only such well-known 
personalities as Dr _Linse, 
economic adviser to the League 
of Free Lawyers (abducted on 
July 8, 1952), but also many 
relatively obscure political 
opponents of the Soviet regime, 


KIDNAPPING 


WO examples falling in this 
latter category were the kid- 
napping of Kari Fischer and 
Alfred Weiland. Im July 1952 a0 
West German Government 
spokesman announced in the 
Bundestag that more than 100 
Germans had been abducted to 
the Soviet zone since 1948, 


It is thus clear that the 
obduction of Dr Truchnovic 
was no isolated affair but 
formed part of a systematic 
plan of action carricd out over 
a‘number of years, . beginning 
at least as far back “fm, the 
Kouticpov affair in 1930. Its

The Secretary of the Jurtdical 
Section of the Secretariat of the 
League of Natlons received a 
letter in March 1938 denouncing 
the existencg of a ‘centralised 
Mafia of terrorists working on 
the territory of several States 
other than their own’. No 
action was taken on this Ictter, 
Its author was Leon Trotsky, 
whose subsequent fate ts a 
matter of history. 


Circumstances and considcra- 
tions of expediency may have 
restricted the operations of this 
‘centralised Mafia of tcrorrists’ 
since the war, but it has cicarly 
not been disbanded. Khokhlov's 
testimony, sensational as it 1s, 
does no more than add to the 
already decisive weight of 
evidence that has accumulated 
tin proof of its continued 
activity. 


BARBARIC 


HIE existence of euch on or- 
ganisation, the use of such 
barbaric methods in an attempt 
to suppress, even outside tho 
territory of the USSR, political 
ideas and activities stile to 
the Sovict regime, exposes more 
than anything else the weakness 
of thht regime, .

1 
shall confilDe my remarks to a 
few major points, It is an ex- 
cellent report and we owe oa 
areat debt of gratitude to Its

enough really to have been able 
to dig out the facts and so make 
useful recommendations, These 
critics overlooked the fuel that 
both the visitors had had a wide 
experience In university matters, 
that one of them was Vice- 
Chancellor of an Eastern Uni- 
versily, and that before they 
arrived In Hongkong Str Ivor 
and Dr Logan had studied in- 
numerable = papers about the 
University and had had talks 
with Dr Sloss and others in 
England who were conversant 
with the situation here. At any 
rate by the time they came to 
Hongkong they certainly knew a 
great deal more about the Uni- 
versity than probably the major- 
lly of people present In this 
Hall, including myself. Moreover 
during their seventeen days here 
they worked so intensively and 
with such concentration as to be 
equivalent to o visit of three 
months, As I say, we owe them 
a great debt of gratitude for 
their understanding, comprehen- 
sive and sensible report.

PUBLIC INTEREST 

“There is another feature tn 
the report to which I would re- 
fer, and that is the need for 
a closer relation between public 
opinion and the Undversity, 
do not know why it is, but it is 
a fact that the citizens of Hong- 
kong are frequently apathetic 
about anything that does not 
Oppenir to concern them directly 
amt immediately, But the 
University does concern them, 
for cxample as a source of 
supply of teachers to educate 
their children and of doctors! 
to cure their physical ills, How- 
ever, I have felt within the 
lust few years, and I hope I am 
right, that there is a good deal 
more Interest im the University 
Qmongst the public at large than 
there used to be, Let us hope 
that this will continue. We, on 
the University's side, will do our 
part, but it does require the 
public to shake itself out of its 
academic apathy, We do not 
want to, nor do we, live a 
secluded Hfe apart from the 
rest of the community, any more 
than do businessmen, school 
teachers or Government ser- 
vants.

apex of the school pyramid, 
but In func'ion, ours is not 
merely un institution where 
teaching may be carried on at 
a higher level than that attained 
ijn schools; it is more than that; 
it is a place of icarning, of 
study, and cf original work, In 
all of which teaching merely 
plays its allotted constituent 
part. This point is not purely 
an academic one; it is of con- 
cern not only to the membera of 
our academic bodies; it concerns 
even more than you who are 
In‘erested enough to honour us 
with your presence here today;
